Pursu�"nt to ·the f!.uthori ty vested in me by Section 6 (b) of 

·tho Organl.c Act of Guam and Sectl.on 5 (e.), Publl.c I.IJ.w 2, Second Guam 

Legislature, First Specid Session, it is hereby ordered and directed 

as follows: 

1. !� sp<�cial fund to he knovm as the School Lunch F'und, 

here inafter refor:rod to a.s the "Fund, 11 is hereby" es-l;ablishod in 

the Depart1.nsnt of Education. 

2. The Fund shall be a separe.·t;e accounting unit of the 

Dapartro.ent of Bdu.cation for ·the opera·tion of a lunch program in "tho 

George w·ashington High School, and in other ptlblic schools as rnay 

subsequently be determined from time to "time by ·the Director of 

Education. ·The operation of the Fund shall be a function of the 

Dopo.rtmant of Educa-tion under the Direc·tor. 

3. 1'here j_s hereby transi'erred to the Fund from opers.t"i.on 

ap propriations for the Department of Ed.uoat"i.on for the f'is cal year 

ending June 30, 1957, the sum of $10,000, which shall constitute the 

init;ial capital of ·t.."!ie F'tmd.

4. The assets of the Fund shall consist of the ini ti.al 

capital provided in Section 3, in come derived from activities of 

the Fund, all property purchased by the lru.nd, a.nd e;rants-in--aid and 

oommodi ties received from ·!;he Un:L ted States Govern:nerrc. 

5. All monies belong ing ·to the Fund, including monies 

recG!:Lved in the opera·tion of Fund activities shall be deposi"t;ed in 

a sepe.rate Fund account in the Treasury. 

6. ·All expenses in connection with the operation of' the 

lunch program r.ho.ll bo chll.rgod to tho Fund , o.nd expondi tu.res shall 

bo made from thr; li'u.nd acc01m"t sololy for such eXpenses. 



7. Procurement of rmpplJ.es purchased by the l''uncl shall be 

accomplished through standard procurmnent procedures • 

.B. All expenditures from the l"und e.coount sho.ll be mo.de 

upon vouchers presented to the Director oi' l'inrmoe Gi.,;ned by the 

Director of Education or his authorized representative, 

9. Tho governing policy with respect to tho mruw.gom0nt of 

the Fund is ·that as far as possible the activities of the Fund shall 

be so conducted as to be sel.f�supporting so that the solvency of tho 

Fund will be maintained. Charges for meals and other food sold shall 

be established, and modified from time to time, in accordo.nce wi-th this 

policy but subject to requiremen-t s of the Federal School Lu.nch Program 

under the National School Lunch Ac-t and requirements in connectj.on with 

the receipt of commodities from ·the United Sta·i;es Government. 

10. �:he Dir0ctor of Education is directed to establish e. 

schedule of charges; and to modify the same from time to time in 

accordance with Section 9. 

11. The Director of Finance shall prEJscribe the records and 

accounts to be maintained wi"l::h respect to the Ftmd, and shall designo.te 

which records and accounts shall be mainto.ined by the Director of 

Education o.nd w-hioh by the Director of Fino.nce. Tho Director of Education 

shall render a monthly statement to the Governor, vri th copies to the 

Direc-tor of Finance and tho Director of Budget and Mano.gement, reflecting 

the financial condition of the Fund. The Director of Finance sho.ll 

periodically o.u.di t the records and accounts of the Fund o.nd render o. 

report thereon to the Govt;{or.
